Not a shot was fired. The convicts 
stabbed Deputy Warden Peter N. 
Klein through the heart and tossed 
him inte a solitary cell. Jacob Jud- 
nich, keeper of the solitary ward, was 
treated the same way, but the silen- 
der stilletto missed its mark and he 
received only a slight wound. 

Posses Are Formed.

He urged enactment of the Pepper 
bill which would provide a subsidy 
from Panama canal profits for ves- 
sels constructed in America for for- 
eign trade equivalent to the amount 
of duties that would have been paid 
if the component parts of the ship 
had been imported. 

Rear Admiral D. W. Taylor, retired 
former naval construction chief, also 
advocated passage of the measure. 
He said that the nation’s annual for- 
— trade for the bill is approximate- 
y 

The amount of the country’s for- 
eign commerce carried in Apierican 
bottoms decreased from 49 per cent iz 
1921 to 37 per cent last year, Admiral 
Taylor said, and there was danger 
that it would descend to 10 or 15 per 
cent unless American ship builders are 
aided. 

Under questioning by Senator Rans- 
dell, democrat, Louisiana, who re- 
marked that “‘sifpping board ships are 
being practically given away,” Ad- 
miral Taylor said that even with the 
equalization furnished by the Pepper 
bill, combination freight and passen- 
ger vessels could not be constructed 
as cheaply as the “Dollar and Mun- 
son lines are buying them from. the 
shipping board.”

NEGRO SCHOOL MOVES 
10’ TRACT NEAR CITY 


Plans of foungers of the Atlanta 
Normal & Industrial institute made 
16 years ago when the school was be- 
gun, will be realized this year and 
the school will be moved from its pres- 
nt location at 348 Griffin street to 
the W. C. Alsabrook farm, near the 
Mayson-Turner road. This announce- 
ment was made Wednesday by the 
Rev. Richard D. Stinson, principal. 

It was at first planned to have the 
school on a farm where negro youths 
could be given a chance to earn part 
of their way through school, but it 
was not possible to do this when the 
school was founded. Through special 
arrangements, the school will be moved 
this year, and next fall the opening 
term will be held in the new loca- 
tion. 

Work of moving the institute to 
the farm has begun, and by Septem- 
ber the work will be completed, Stin- 
son said. A three-story building will 
be moved from its present lecation 
and other buildings will be established 
as needed. 

The institute is sponsored by some 
of the most prominent white people 
of the south and an average of 350 
students attend the school. A 34-acre 
farm adjoins the new buildings and 
plans are to make the school self-sus- 
taining as far as possible. Telephone 
and other facilities will be installed.

Riots Are Serious. 
Officially London prefers to refer 
to the sporadic riots thus far as “beer- 
and-idleness” outbursts. They are 
said to be nationally unimportant, but 
as the period of the’ strike lengthens 
the chance of their becoming more and 
more serious increases. If real trouple 
comes it is not expected to be in the 
form of a revolution, nor is it looked 
for in the cities. . 
Gnarled-fisted miners in South 
Wales and elsewhere may strike out 
blindly when hunger’s pinch is felt 
by their wives and children, but such 
outbreaks, if they come, will not neces- 


sarily assume the proportion of a na- rn 


tional outbreak. : 

Government and labor forces are in 
identical situations as far as new ne- 
gotiations are concerned. Both desner- 
ately anxious to end the strike, neither 
of them ean move toward peace be- 
cause their stands have been made un- 
changeable. 

Four factors remain in charge of 
the situation. The parliamentary /a- 
horites, who opposed the general strike 
from the start and sought to stop it, 
are now seeking every honorable 
means to have it called off. One well- 
informed laborite said: ‘ 

“The Inbor men in parliament wonld 
crawl down readily; they wouid fall 
down if necessary to end the strike.” 

The second factyt is the Trades 
Union council. This body is unable 
to negotiate. due to the declaration 
of Premier Baldwin and the continu- 
ance of the government’s fight against 
the nation-wide tieup. Mven if an 
overture were possible such a move 
would amount to a tacit admission of 
defeat, and this admission labor is 
not ready to make. . 

Baldwin Is Firm. 
The government, which is the third 
group in the great battle, is dedicated 
to a policy of strike-breaking. Bald- 
win and Birkenhead have reiterated 
the stand the government will main- 
tain and they are equally unable to 
back down. Their admission of ne- 
gotiations would be announcement to 
the British nation that the govern- 
ment had yiexled to the strikers. 

King George, the final of the four 
factors which might influence the sit- 
uation, watehes one of the greatest 
fights in which the British nation has 


been engaged. But hia hands are 
tied. Wednesday's appeal to the king, 
sent in by English .clergymen, was 
very probably not the first that he 
had received. But the king is a con- 
stitutional monarch, operating only 
through his government. He may ap- 
peal to the government, who could 
only tell him that governmental mem- 
bers are unable to make further over- 
tures to labor. He could appeal to 
labor—but if labor leaders refused to 
heed his appeal it would be one of 
the greatest blows the royal prestige 
could suffer, and would have @ dan-

natural immunity (it is not actually 
“resistance’) against certain diseases, 
such as diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
pneumonia, and so far as we know 
this immunity, whether inherited or 
acquired, is always specific, That is 


to say, it is a natural reaction to the 
germs of the disease in question or to 
a toxin or other product of the spe- 
cific germs. There ig little or no 
scientific evidence that one’s natural 
immunity against any disease may be 
appreciably diminished by any influ- 
ence other than the specific germs or 
their products. There is no evidence, 
for example, that foul air, dampness, 
exposure to cold or any environmental 
factor like that will in any circum- 
stances diminish an individual's nat- 
ural immunity against pneumonia of 
“grip” or any other respiratory dis- 
ease. But there is good scientific evi- 
dence that the vital process of devel- 
oping immunity is aided or favored by 
certain positive environmental factors. 
We know that the positive influence 
of the ultraviolet rays of sunlight on 
the skin distinctly enhances the de- 
velopment of immunity against the 
various respiratory infections. In 
fact there is good reason to believe 
that rfo definite immunity against 
these respiratory .infections—dipbth- 
eria, scarlet feyer, tuberculosis, pneu- 
monia, influenze, measles, alleged 
“colds”"—is possible without the in- 
fluence of sunlight. I am trying to 
make clear the important distinction 
between immunit 
conception of “resistance,” for it seems 
essential to. understand that none of 
the factors which are popularly be- 
lieved to “lower resistance’ has any 
influence upon immunity. 

The Schick test determines whether 
an individual has any. immunity 
against diphtheria toxin, or in_ other 
wards it shows whether there is any 
natural antitoxin in. the individual's 
blood. A minute quantity of diph- 
theria toxin is injected into the skin 
with a fine needle. If the individual 
is immune to diphtheria, that is, if 
there is antitoxin naturally present 
in his blood, no reaction occurs. If 
the individual is not immune, has no 
natural antitoxin, a hive like reaction 
appears at. the site of injection with- 
in 24 to 48 haurs, and gradually dis- 
appears in the course of a week. There 
is no pain and no other trouble what- 
ever. Children should be tested in 
this way before they start going to 
school, and every child that reacte 

sitively to the Sehick test should 
immunized against diphtheria by 
means of the toxin antitoxin. When 
these measures are universally applied 
it is possible to stamp diphtheria out 
of the community, and save the lives

Mrs. Cleve Webb, Atlanta . club 
woman, is in charge of the distribu- 
tion of, handkerchiefs among 
women of the state and several hun- 
dred have been placed in various clubs 
over the state, she stated Wednesday 
night.

former times. Without exaggeration 
it may be truly said that they have 
become ‘schools of vice.’” 

The national prohibition law ig the 
“most remarkable social enactment by’ 
any great nation to promote the gen- 
eral welfare by the restriction of the 
activities. of the individual,” the ad- 
dress said. “The full effect of such 
a law will not be secured immediate. 
ly or even in a decade. The indus- 
trial, social, educational, moral and 
religious forces of the nation led by 
its Christian citizenship, ever threw 
the legalized liquor traffic and se- 
cured national prohibition. The same 
great forces must unitedly fight with 
equal vigor and persistence the ont- 
lawed criminal traffic and the would- 
be nullifiers of the law.”

Methodism has never been narrow, we 
also rejoice that pure methodism has 
never been lose. Our real opponents, 
our dangers, are. mostly within, not 
without,”’ the address said. 

After declaring that the church did 
not oppose liberty of thought on the 
part of preachers and members, the 
bishops added that “common honesty 
demands that on his own motion the 
man who holds another gospel, who 
will no longer be true to his solemn 
vows, should leave the house to whose 
interests and ideals he is opposed.’’ 

“Should the man we received into 
our house, commended to our people 
and entrusted with our work insist 
owe. burning the house, then we must 
act. 
Discussing the question of Christian 
education the address said that it had 
been “through ignorance, not by learn- 
ing that the church, including method- 
ism, has been hurt.” 

“Unless the church has ‘something 
in education to add to that off-red 
by the state, there is no longer room 
for the church school,’’ the bishops 
declared. “Our schools must be Chris- 
tian. They must not confine them- 
selves simply to intellectual training, 
to imparting information, to training 
in methods of work. They must de- 
velop Christian character, the only 
thing worth living for, worth dying 
for. They must hold Christ up as -the 
truth.’’ 

“The school that. does. not represent 
Christ, whatever else it may be, is 
not Christian.” 

The address failed to recommend 
the election of any more bishops.

Abolishment of obscene literature 
from newsstands is the most popular 
form of juvenile protection, the nation- 
al council was told Wednesday by 
Mrs. Mark P. Mears, of Chicago,

| committee. 

“The reason for the popularity of 
this form of protection,”’ she ex- 
plained, “is because it is a definite. 
tangible evil which cans be attacked.” 

Mrs. Mears also called attention to 
the dearth of juvenile courts through- 
out the nation and urged that the 
association work for the establish- 
ment of a larger number. 

There are less than 325 juvenile 
courts in the United States, only 42 
of which are in rural communities, 
she said, 

The report showed that juvenile de- 
linquency is decreasing. * 

Mrs, Henry Osgood Holland, of 
Buffalo, chairman of the, Arterican 
citizenship committee, reported that 
16 state organizations were working’ 
toward the principles of Americanism 
and to aid them in obtaining natural- 
ization papers. 

Importance of providing young peo- 
ple with proper books to read was 
sttessed by Miss Sarah B. Askew, of 
Trenton, N. J., chairman of the chil- 
dren’s » adbas’ committee.

The men indicted jointly with War- 
den Davis are Cecil Houston, a white 
straw-boss, and Elbert Lewis, Joe 
Pazne and Homer Anderson, negroes. 

. A. Bates, former deputy warden 
at Flat Top, was yesterday indicted 
on a charge of first degree murder 
in connection with the death of Frank 
Harper, a negro convict. The Harper 
aa grew out of the Knox investiga- 
ion. 
_ Besides the. Knox:and Harper cases 
it was said by officials that the grand 
jury had inquired into other deaths, 
complaints of floggings and working 
conditions at Flat Top. The jury re- 
cessed until May 18 without complet- 
ing its findings or. making fermal re- 
ports A special repert to Governor 
Brandon was expected to be written, 
it was stated, 

Warden. Davis is expected to surren- 
der to the sheriff within the next few 
hours. Solicitor Davis recommended 
that his. bond be fixed at $25,000. 

Bates Will Surrender. 

Bates left the employ of the state 
several months ago and moved ‘to 
Brownsville, Tenn. Attempts to ap- 
prehend him there brought word that 
he was out of town. Two Birming- 
ham newspapers today received tele- 
grams signéd “W. A. Bates,” and 
dated Memphis, stating “I will be in 
Birmingham tomorrow atfernoon. No 
requisition is necessary.” Authori- 
ties assumed that Bates learned of 
the indictment and is en route here 
to surrender.

8, 1924, until the date of his death, 
August 15. 

On the day of his death, he was 
said by witnesses to have been flogged 
before he ‘was placed in a laundry vat 
to receive a “ducking.” 

He died in the vat, witnesses said. 
Immediately after death, testimony 
in the preliminary ingviry purported 
to show, ‘poison was forced imto his 
body: in an alleged attempt to simulate 
suicide. The prison record showed 
that poison, self-administered, was the 
cause of death, The body was twice 
exhumed and expert opinions were 
made a part “of the record. . The de- 
tails of the evidence before the grand 
jury has not been made public pend- 
ing formal presentation of a report 
to the court, but officials said “that 
the testimony in the. preliminary in- 
quiry was substantially the same as 
that written in the latest record,

to rest today, mourned by the whole

In the presence of a deeply-moved 
and large congregation of men and 
| women distinguished in public life, 
George. Foster Peabody, a boyhood 
friend of Mr. Straus, in Georgia, and 
the Rev. Pr. Stephen 8S, Wise, paid 
profound tributes to Mr. Straus at 
the impressive funeral services in 
Temple Beth-El on Fifth .avenue this 
forenoon. ~ | 

Both Mr. Peabody and Dr. Wise 
extolled the self-sacrificing spirit in 
which .Mr. “Straus had devoted his 
life to public service and to the up- 
lift of the Jewish race. They eulogized 
his rise from aneimmigrant boy to 
the highest honors his adopted coun- 
try had to, give the public. Services 
in the temple were preceded by pri- 


vate prayers at Mr.’ Straus’ home 
further up Fifth avenue, whe he 
died of heart disease Monday. ily 
immediate members of the family 
were present at the prayers which 
were led by-Dr. Wise. While these 
services were in process, a small crowd 
of men and women, friends ad per- 
sons whom he had_ befriended and 
‘helped, waited on the sidewalk op- 
posite, their bare -heads bowed in si- 
lent prayers. 
Police Escort Hearse. 

At 9:50 o'clock the body was borne 
‘to the temple. Twelve motorcycle po- 
licemen escorted the motor hearse 
down Fifth avenue. The body was 
carried into the temple to the strains 
of Chopin’s funeral march. Many of 
the 3,000 mourners were white-haired 
men and women who had known Mr. 
Straus in his youth. 

Men from various phases of life 
heard the eulogy, men now in public 
service, men and women prominent as 
educators as religionists, in profes- 
sions and in social service. Many of 
them served as honorary pallbearers. 

Colonel Theodore Roosevelt was at 
the services, honoring the man who 
had served under an ¢arlier Theodore 
Roosevelt and who had never: wearied 
of extolling the name of the former 
president. 

The Rev. Dr. Simon Cohen, acting 
rabbi of the Temple, opened the serv- 
ices with a short prayer. Mr. Pea- 
body then delivered an address, re- 
calling his boyhood friendship with 
Mr. Strauss, which had lasted for 60 
years until now when they had been 
parted by death. He was deeply moved 
as he recalled the humanitarian work 
to which Mr. Straus had given so 
much of his life. He told .of Mr. 
Straus’ early days of struggle in 
Georgia, whence his father took’ the 
family which was to produce the first 
Jawish cabinet member in 1852. Mr. 
Peabody told of his long friendship 
for Mr. Straus and of the latter’s 
untiring devotion to good citizenship 
and to friendship. 

Wise Reviews Life, 

Rabbi Wise delivered, the sermon 
and the principal eulogy. He told 
of Mr. Straus’ official life, of his 
cabinet service and his many years in 
Turkey as ambassador... “He sought 
always to break down barriers and 
to bring peace,” the rabbi said, “and 
America became his religion. ‘It was 
his country always and his country 
alone that was in his thoughts.” 

In eoncluding. Dr. Wise said: “Os- 
ear Strans stood before kitigs and was 
‘not afraid. Now hath he passed and 
stands before the King of Kings. We 
hel aa and loved him need not be 
afraid.”

Aboard Rotorship Baden-Baden, 
May 5.—(By Radio,)—With only 500 
miles. separating us from New York 
harbor, it seems probable that we will 
end this voyage Friday night or Sat- 
urday. A brisk breeze yesterday’ made 
it possible to use our rotors until 
late this morning and as a. result, 
we have marked up more than 180 
miles in the last 24 hours. 

For two hours the motors were shut 
off altogether for repairs and our 
towers’ took us along at five knots 
an hour. During the time that we 
were under rotor and motor the en- 
gineer was kept busy changing the 
pitch on our adjustable propeller in 
order to. give it bite gnd keep the en- 
gine from racing, because the rotor 
propulsion so nearly ¢@qualled' that. of 
the motors. é 

Considering the length of-our trip 
and the unremittent use to which the 
rotors have been subjected, they have 
givers surprisingly little trouble. This 
is due in part to thé watchfulness of 
the engineers, but it is also due to 
the extreme simplicity of the devices. 
Two motors in the base of each rotor 
constitute the entire driving appara- 
tus. They consume about horse- 
power in electric energy from which 
the rotors develop, in the wind, about 
400 horsepower.
